for I thought my ſelf deceived by 
the deluſions of Magic. WP 
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The Tempeſt ( ſaid Menue lau 
caſt us upon the Coaſt of Agypt, 
where we were taken by the Pyrats 
of this City. Some of them knew 
me, and led me to their Captain, 
who commanded me to be releaſed. - 
from Irons, and to aſſiſt them in 
the Conduct of their War. When 
I found my ſelf fo well received, I 
deſired that Satyrus might have his 
Freedom; the General replied, he 
could not grant my requeſt beſore L 
gave ſome evident Proof of my va- 
Jour in the Service.

F 
applied to Meuclaus and begged 
of him to think of ſome Means 
for her Deliverance. He ſeemed en- 
tirely willing to ſerve her, but 
could not : conceive any Means. 
which could preſerve her fron 
Death. In this Perplexity we walk 
ed along the Shore, when we ſpied 
a Veſſel riding at no great Diſtance, 
another Ship boarded her, and 
brought her to Shoar. The Pirates 
deſired Mexelaus, for they obſerved 
how much he was reſpected by their 
Captain, to examin the Cargo of 
the Ship, and take what he pleaſed 
of it to himfelf.

Fortune was ſtill propitious, for 


when we had provided thus far, 
the General ſends for Menue laus, and 


deſired him to perform the Office 


of Prieſt in the Sacrifice, which he 


accepted. When the Day came, 


Leucippe was brought Cloathed in 


a Veſt which reached to the Ground, 
She was laid upon the Altar, Me- 


ne laus opened the Entrails of the 


Lamb

Lamb, and when he had delivered 
the Liver to be eaten, he interred 
Leucippe in a Tomb. Thus was: 
the Deſign accompliſhed without 
the leaſt ſuſpicion of Fraud. 

When Satyrus ended, I was in 
the moſt intricate perplexity to know” 
how to reward Menelaus for his 
Care and Fidelity : All that was: 
in my Power I did, I embraced 
and adored him. When I ſaw my

HeARMTDES when he was 
informed of the Strength of 
| the Enemy, and the Delay of 
the arrival of his Troop ! reſolved to 
return to the Village from whence he 
came, and there to expect their com- 
ing. When Leucippe and I came there, 
we found a more convenient Lodg- 
wg povees for us than the Gene- 
ral himſelf” When I entered her 
Chamber I embraced her, hoping 
now to be poſſeſſed of the Prize I 
had undergone ſo much to obtain.

This pro- 
miſe of ſafety revived my Spirits, 
and recalled to my Memory what 
j Thought upon the Night before.

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when I would have entred it to pay 
my Devotion. to the Shrine, the 
Doors were cloſed againſt me, which 
gave me a great deal of Uneaſineſs.

The next time Menelaus ſaw me, 
he diſcovered all that had paſſed be- 


tween himſelf and Charmides. I 
was in the Greateſt Perplexity when 


T heard it, and reſolved upon the 
laſt Extremity before I would give 


the leaſt Compliance to the Propo- 
ſal. To give a Poſitive Denial of 
what he could procure by Violence 
would enrage his Paſſion. To eſ- 
cape by Flight was to expoſe our 
ſelves to the Rage of a Multitude 
of Thieves who ſurrounded us. 
The only Way which gave the leaſt 


Hope was, to delude his Expectati- 


on till Fortune ſhould diſcover ſome

We made all the 1 
on we could to her Relief, and 
found her upon the Ground, when 
I came near, ſhe liſted up her Eye 
over-run Wich Blood, and when 
Menetans offered to raiſe her, ſhe 
reſiſted him as long as ſhe could. 
We then perceived ſhe was de- 
ſtrated, and Charmides when he 


heard of the Misfortune, ſent Ser- 


This 
was a SpeCtacle I could not bear: 
Take away your Cords (I faid ) 


leave her to me, my Embraces 


ſhall be her Bonds. Let her Rage 
exert it ſelf upon me, ſince my 
Os Life's 
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Life's uneaſy, when the dear Leu- 


cippe doth not know me. Did 
Fortune deliver thee from the Hands 


of Thieves to deprive thee of thy 
Senſes? Did ſhe reſcue thee from 
ſo many Dangers to preſerve thee 
to the laſt Misfortune of being In- 
ſenſible of thy Diſtreſs ? 

While I was taken up with theſe 


Recriminations, Menelaus came to 


me, and aſſured me, that ſuch Diſ- 


PP + wn non At nl” won oÞ a Y 
cares Were nor or an Obſtinate Con- 


tinuance, but ſuch as tender Years 
were commonly expoſed to, that 
the redundance of Blood evaporates 
into the Brain, and produces theſe 
Diſtempers which were eaſily diffi- 
pated by the Application of Medicine. 

Me ne laus, upon this, deſired 
Charmides to ſend the Phyſician of 
his Army to her. He was glad of 
this Opportunity to expreſs his rea- 
dineſs to ſerve 1 When 
the Phyſician came, he ſaid, it was 


neceſlary that ſhe ſhould ſleep, and 


gave 
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gave us an Ointment for her Tem- 
ples, and told us, he would apply 
ſome other Phyſic, when the Oint- 
ment had had its Operation. 

Whilſt Leucippe lay in this op- 
preſſion of Fortune, Charmides re- 
ceived Letters from the Governor of 
Agypt, with Inſtructions to prepare 
his Forces with all Expedition to at- 
tack the Shepherds.

Violence of the Waves. Thus did 
Fortune eaſe me of the Anxiety I 
was under, to ſecure my Leucippe 
from the Embraces-of Charmides.
